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Magdalen College was founded in 1458 by William Patten, 
ofWaynflete, Lincolnshire, and built 1478-51. The buildings 
include four quadrangles covering twelve acres, a beautiful 
chapel (1480), and the famous Magdalen Tower, com¬ 
menced in 1492 and finished in 1507, which is 150 feet high 
and contains a peal of ten bells. The Founder’s Tower 
forms the Great Gate of the college, and is adorned with 
statues of St. Mary Magdalen and St. John, also of 
Henry TI. and the founder. It contains a magnificent 
state banqueting room on the first floor. 
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
